SHANGHAI, July 10-News from official

London, July 10—Chinese official sources furnish another surprise thia morn- 
ing in announcing that the dowager empress, who had been reported within 
two weeks, dead, fled, poisoned or hope lessly mad, has resumed the reins of 
power. 


The date given is June 30, the same on which the wholesale massacre of 


foreigners was alleged to have oc curred. 


The telegram by Sheng, administrator of telegraphs and railroads', to the 


Chinese minister at Washington, Wu Ting Fang, saying the imperial govern- 
ment was protecting the legations appears to fit in with the dispatch, from 
Shanghai this morning, particularly with reference to the alleged directions 
given by the dowager empress relative to the protection of foreigners. 


At the same time the people continue to ask, "If the legations are protected, 


why are the ministers not permitted to communicate with the outer world?" 


Sheng's expressed fears that the food and ammunition of the legations were 


exhausted are counteracted by the news that Prince Ching, commander of the 
Manchu field force, are revictualing them, beside which it is now known, in 
the last resort there are available for food BsVeMalhundred peoplei usualy ka * 
at the British legation. 


Washington, July 10—The state department has finally concluded to make 


public the identical note recently delivered to the powers as denning the 
position of the United States respecting the Chinese troubles. It is- understood 
i his circular of instruction was drawn upon the 30th of June and transmitted 
to Canton for the approval of the pres!-dert and communicated to the powers 
concerned on the 3rd of July. It em-bodies the views to which, the govern- 
ment has strictly adhered from ihevery beginning of the present troubles 
and which the different powers, oneby one. have taken into favorable con 
^deration. The view, as announced atthe start by the president, was that we 
did r>ot consider ourselves at war with the Chinese nation and that all our effo 
rts should be directed to localizing the disturbances in the twftvince of Chih 
14 and! keeping them from spreading throughout the empire by enlisting on 
the side of peace, the powerful vlce-roys in central and southern China, has 
now apparently been adopted by all other powers. It ia too soon to proph- 
esy the ultimate results *>f this policy but thus far the indications are all fa 
vorable. It will be seen that no answerfrom the different powers was required 
or expected to the circular of July 3, but it is understood it has been every 
where favorably received 
and that no objections have been made to it in 


any quarter. 


It is not true that there has been any formation or groups or combination of 


powers of any sort whatever. It may be positively asserted for instance that 
the cooperation of France and the United States has been most constant and 
cordial. The circular which was sent our foreign representatives Is as fol- 
lows: 


"Department of state, Washington, July 8—In this critical posture of af- 


fairs in China it is deemed appropriate to define the attitude of the United 
States as far as present circumstances permit this to bo done. 


"We adhere* to the policy initiated by us in 1857 of peace with the Chinese 


nation, of furtherance of lawful commerce and of protection 
of llvee and 


property of our citizens by all means guaranteed 
under 
extra-territorial 


treaty rights and by the laws of nations. 


"If wronar be done our citizens we oropose to hold the responsible author 


to the utmost accountability. 


"We regard the condition at Pekin aa one of virtual anarchy, whereby 


power and responsibility Is practically devolved upon the local provincial au- 
thorities. So long as they are not in overt collision wjth the icpoliion find u«e 


their power to protect foreign life and property, we regarding them, as rep- 
resenting the Chinese people with whom we seek to remain in peace and 
frindship. 


"The purpose of the president is as it has been heretofore to act concur- 


rently with other powers, first, in opening up communication with. Pekin and 
rescuing American officials, missionaries and other Americans who are in 
danger; secondly, itt^ affording all possible protection everywhere in China to 
American life and property; thirdly, in guarding and protecting all legitimate 
American interests; fourthly, in aiding to prevent the spread of the disorders 
to other provinces in the empire and the recurrence of such disasters. 


"It is, of course, too early to forecast the means of attaining this last result 


but the policy of the government of the United States ia to seek a solution 
which may bring about the permanent safety and peace of China, preserve 
the Chinese territorial and administrative entity, protect all rights guaran- 
teed the friendly powers by treaty and international law, and safeguard for 
the world, the principle of equal and impartial trade in all parts of the Chinese 
empire. 
"You will communicate the purport of this instruction to the minister of 


foreign affairs?

Th« plans In- 
clude the appointment of & campaign 
committee, as agreed upon between rep- 
resentatives of the Democratic, Silver 
Republican and Populist parties at Kan- 
sas City. 
This committee will include 


members of ail three parties, and per- 
haps also Democrats not members of 
the national committee, but who are 
promlaaat In the councils of the party. 


This committee wits, it is said, have 


eharga in a measure of the practical 
•working of the campaign and will work 
(or fueton on state and congressional 
tickets whenever possible. The press 
And executive committee, it is expected, 
will, with one or two exceptions, be the 
same as last year. The personnel of all 
the committees was left in the hands of 
Chairman Jones. The question of na- 
tional headquarters was also left In his 
hands. It was stated-that Chicago would 
probably be selected. 


Mr. Bryan said that he had made no 


plans as to the part he would take in the 
campaign and would not do so until ha 
had conferred further with the party 
leaders. The subject wa« discussed at 
the meeting, as well as the amount of 
campaign work to be don* by Mr. Steven- 
•on, but this feature will not be fully de- 
cided on until after the formal notifica- 
tion of their nomination has been given 
to Mr. Bryan and Mr. Stevenson, which 
will not be for several weeks. 


Oommltteeman Johnson of Kansas, 


however, stated after the meeting that 
an understanding exists that Mr. Bryan 
will not tour the country as he aid dur- 
ing the campaign of 1896, but will make 
trips from time to time to the larger 
centers of population, remaining in Lin- 
coln a great deal of the time. 


Mr. Towne may not announce his de-

Prince Ching is leading loyal troons in 
Pekin in an attempt to save the gov- 
ernment from destruction, and to dis- 
charge the governmental duty of pro- 
tection to progress and the legations. 
As far as can be gathered from the 
conflicting stories that filter through 
the walls oj the imaerial city, the 
prince is acting more as a sound states- 
man than as a humanitarian, bent on 
preventing the massacre of unoffending 
foreigners from unreasonable preju- 
dice. Besides, he may oe moved by a 
little of the spirit of revenge. 


Prince Chins had been ^resident of 


the Chinese foreisn office until recently 
when he was deposed by Prince Tuan. 
the present reputed usurper of imperial 
power in China and wna is the father 
of the child chosen by the empress 
dowager as heir apparent. Tuan, who 
is strongly antr-foreig^i, did not con- 
sider Prince Ching reactionary enough 
and brought about his rmoval. Tuan 
succeeded to the office. Prince Chins 
was a close frtendi of the, father of the 
deposed emperor, Kwang Su, and was 
a trusted adviser of the younisr, un- 
lucky emperor himself. The father of 
the emperor, who was for a time oresd- 
dent of the foreign office, relinauished 
his position, to Chlng1, in whom he knew 
he found a suuDorter ofl ftis som- 


Thus it will be seen that Prince Ching 


is of the progressive school in Chinese 
politics. Kwang Su was deposed by 
the empress dowager ior his alleged 
radicalism anct listening1 to the argu- 
ments of the reformers and issuins 
edicts embodying their recommenda- 
tions. E*rom that time the political 
pendulum, swung to the reactionary 
side, culminating in the present revo- 
lution against all things foreign. The 
empress dowager, a reactionary her- 
self, listened to the advice 'of the non- 
progressive and anti-forei)?n counsel- 
lors and in the choice of Tuan's son for 
emperor she emphasized: her attitude 
and proclaimed her policy. Tuan cams 
close to the throne, the impending 
trouble burst in storm and in the chaos 
of the moment Tuan usurped the 1m- 
pejial power to hurry on the cTay of 
foreign expulsion. 


Naturally there would be strong Chi- 


nese objection to this dangerous over- 
turn and policy. Prince Ching was the 
logical man of the crisis to oppose the 
destructive- policy. Recently the head 
of the foreign office, having to do with 
his nation's diplomacy and knowing 
the fatal unwisdom of the anti-foreign 
program, he would come to the front as 
the man of circumstances to oppose 
what to him would appear to be a 
suicidal policy for the empire. His 
course would be clear: to stimulate the 
loyal troops to the defense of "the eov- 
erniment as against the usurper Tuan, 
maintain the government's obligations 
and hold China in some kind of har- 
mony with the world. 


This appears to be the situation!, and 


hence the protection reported given to 
the foreigner in Pekin, a orotection 
born of the asserting of a broader 
statesmanship in the troubled capital.

LOCAL NEWS 


SOME INTERESTING FACTS 


Gleaned from 
an 
Old History of 


Western Massachusetts 


Histories incre-ase in value. The his- 


tory of Western Massachusetts which 
was compile! by the late Dr. Josiah G, 
Holland 
and published 
by Samuel 


Bowles & Co. in 1855, is now a rare 
work, and readily sells for several 
times the original price. 


A few bits from the history of North 


Adams and Adams as compiled by Dr. 
Holland are of interest. Out of the 30,- 
000 persons in this city and Adams how 
many are there that are aware that 
the township was originally known as 
East Hoosac. 


Captain Ephraim Williams, for whom 


Williams college was named, and one 
of whose lineal descendants of the 
same name and title now lives in Deer- 
field, was one of the original settlers. 


The first settlers", most of whom came 


from Connecticut, had their first log 
meeting house in 1766. Rev, Samuel 
Todd was first minister. For a period 
of 30 years after the dismissal of Mr. 
Todd ttere was no religious society in 
town except the Friends, or Quakers. 
David Anthony, one of the ancestors 
of Susan B. Anthony, was one of, the 
founders of th« society. Miss Anthony 
was- born in Adams, Feb. 15, 1815. 


Dr. and Mrs. W. S. Severance of 


Greenfield have just returned from a 
visit to Rochester, N. T., where they 
had a delip-htful visit with Miss An- 
thony and chatted at length in relation 
to her remarkable life. 


Dr. Holland has this tc- say of North 


Adams factories as they were in 1855; 
"North Adams contains three 
large 


and flourishing establishments for the 
manufacture of cassimere and satinets, 
namely the Beaver mill, driving 40 
looms, that of Ingalla & Tyler, known 
as the Unioi mill, running 58 looms, 
and that of S. Blaokington, known as 
the Centerville factory and standing 
three miles west of the village, running 
40 looms." 


Even Dr. Holland made the mistake 


of spelling the name Bl-ackmton with a 
"g«" Dr. Holland says: "It was former- 
ly known as the 'Boys' factory)1 from 
the fact that at an early period of its 
history 
three 
enterprising youths, 


Wells, Blackington and White, rented it 
and carried it on. and. finally purchased 
it. 


"There are also five "cotton factories 


at the north end of the town." The his- 
torian then mentions O. Arnold & Co., 
with 100 looms, Richardson, White & 
Co., who run 204 looms, Brayton & Co., 
with 60 looms and S. Johnson & Co., 
who gave employment to 40 hands. 


"Arnold, Jackson & Co. have carried 


on calico printing for some time with 
much, success." Dr. Holland says that 
Hunter, Thayer & Co. have a machine 
siiop. A. P. Butler & Co. have a tan- 
nery and Millard & Co. employ 75 
hands in shoemaking, while E. Rogers 
& Co. give employment to 75 hands in 
making 400 pairs of ladies' shoes week- 
ly- 


It -will be noticed that the principal 


industries of 1855 are the principal in- 
dustries of 
today. 
Many familiar 


names are seen in those who were 
prominent in manufacturing in 1855. 
The same is true of Adams. Plunkett 
and Brown were familiar names in Ad- 
ams manufacturing then as they are 
today.

This is in accordance with the depart- 
meat's invariable rule, that Kansas 
jshall be able/ to show more assets and 
deliver more goods than the inventory 
and advertisements set forth." Present 
market conditions indicate that 60 
|cents per bushel is not an unreasonable 
Iflgure to expect the crop to sell for, 
and if it sells for that much the aggre- 
gate will be $60,000,000. 
, ,,When it became apparent that the 
crop was really going to be so large, 
'the matter of securing adequate help 
In the way of harvest bands threaten- 
pd to be a difiicult problem in the way 
of the farmer. Men were advertised 
for, near and far, and the greatest ap- 
prehension was felt lest some of the 
great crop bo Wasted on account of a 
shortage of help.. The railroads offer- 
ed half fare rate's to the wheatfields 
to all ablebodlfed men, and they soon 
toega.n to pour in by hundreds. - All 
trains bound for western and southern 
Kansas were loaded with men of all 
kinds and conditions. Great numbers 
of them did not seem disposed to pay 
even the half fare rate, but loaded into 
box cars to "beat" their way. The rail- 
road men did not put them off, the un- 
derstanding seeming to be that they 
could ride for nothing if they were 
willing to put up with the accommoda- 
tions the freight cars offered. The ad- 
vertising proved effective, and of help 
there was soon plenty and to spare. 


The farmers 
demonstrated their 


beads for business when they took ad- 
jvantage of the situation and refused 
to employ men with white, soft hands. 
They wanted men with staying quali- 
ties and therefore took no chances on 
the fellows who were not used to hard 
work. As a result of this precaution,

Estimate of China's Strength. 


Major A. B. J. 'Marshall, a British 


Test of ?tetr Train on the Baltimore 


and Ohio a. Great Succe»». 


The first practical test of the train 


designed by Frederick U. Adams ol 
Chicago with a view to reducing to a 
minimum the atmospheric resistance of 
railway carriages while being drawn 
by locomotives and the consequent 
saving of fuel was had the other day 
on the Baltimore and Ohio railroad. 
The results were satisfactory in the 
extreme and Mr. Adams says greatly 
exceeded his expectations. 


Six cars were coupled to a 52 ton en^ 


gine equipped with screens of steel and 
Iron so that the lines of the train from 
the cab of the engine to the end of the 
rear coach were continuous. Without 
crowding the engine 18 miles were 
made in J6 minutes between Baltimore 
and Washington. Running Into Wash- 
ington ten miles were covered In eight 
minutes. From Washington Junction 
to Baltimore over the old line of the 
Baltimore and Ohio, famous for Its 
grades and curves, the speed attained 
was far greater than that made by the 
regular trains, although in many in- 
stances they are lighter than the test 
train of the other day and are propelled 
by locomotives of greater drawing pow- 
er, says the Washington Post. The up 
grade to Mount Airy was made at a 33 
mile clip, wRile the regular trains have 
to be helped over the steep incline. 


The test was a private one, but Mr, 


Adams has arranged with the Balti- 
more and Ohio officials to make a se- 
ries of ru,ns between Washington and 
Jersey City in a few days for the pur- 
pose of ascertaining possible speed and 
fuel consumption as compared with 
trains^of.the_ exjsijpg construction.

SOLAR ECMPSE PARTIES. 


Preparations of Expeditions to Ob- 


serve the Spectacle. 


Many parties are getting ready to ob- 


serve the total solar eclipse on May 2R 
The preparations ot the following, aa 
described by Professor Edward S, 
Holden in the New York Sun, are of 
timely interest: 


The United States naval observatory 


at Washington will equip two parties, 
one In North Carolina, the other In 
Georgia, by means of an appropriation 
of $5,000, and the Smithsonian Institu- 
tion will carry out a similar programme, 
for which an appropriation of $4,000 is 
available. The colleges and universi- 
ties of the country will be well repre- 
sented. Expedition* will probably be 
dispatched by Harvard, Yale, Colum- 
bia, Princeton, the University of Penn- 
sylvania, the University of Virginia, 


j the University of Chicago, etc. 
! By the generosity of Mr. William H. 
J Crocker of San Francisco the Lick ob- 


servatory will be able to send a party 
to Georgia to observe the total solar 
eclipse of May 28. Only two observer* 
' will be sent from the observatory, but 


several European astrono- t 
'-ave ex- 


pressed a desire to Join i , paity, an<J 
similar requests have been received 
from 
astronomers 
connected 
with 


American colleges which do not intocr] 
to send expeditions of theii* ov, n. The 
Instrumental equipment of this expedi- 
tion will be quite complete. The prin- 
cipal instrument for photographing the 
corona will be the B inch telescope ot 
40 feet focal length previously used by 
the Lick observatory parties in South 
America in 1893 and India In 1898. 
For photographing the corona on a 
smaller scale there will be several cam- 
eras of from five to six Inches aperture 
and othrrs of smaller size. One slit 
spoctrograph and two objective spec- 
trographs, arranged to give a continu- 
ous record of the changing spectrum al 
the beginning and end of totality, are 
also included in the equipment. Obser- 
vations, of contacts will be made. 


Strange Colossal Flinires on the Fa. 


xnoiu Road to the Ming Tombs. 
Fearful Slaughter of Rebels by De. 
oapltatton—Crnel Tortures Inflicted 
la Chinese Courts. 


China is one of the most interesting 


countries In the world, aside from tht 
fact that international complications 
have now fastened the world's atten- 


i tlon upon it. Within the next centurji 


the ancient empire will probably be- 
come so far modernized as to losa 
much of the plcturesqueness which 
belongs to its antiquity, says the Bos- 
ton Herald. 
The traveler who visits 


the Middle Kingdom at the presenl 
time is taken back, in effect, many 
thousands of years in the history ol 
the world. 
He sees things as they 


were ages ago—the manners, customs 
and queer ways of living that belong 
to a vanquished epoch. 


For example, what is there in the 


world more strange than the famous 
road to the M-ing tombs, the burial 
places of the Ming emperors, who were 
the last native nilers of China? Thia 
family governed the empire from 13W3 
to 1644 A. B., and the arenue leading 
to their private cemetery may fairly 
be regarded as one of the wonders of 
the world, being lined on either side 
with statuary the like of which is nol 
to be found anywhere else—a series ol 
colossal figures of human beings and 
animals sculptured In gray granite. 
The avenue, proceeding from one ol 
the gates of Nankin, is a mile in 
length and ends at a marble gate, 
which is by far the most stately and 
beautiful structure of its kind in all 
China. 


The statues comprise a pair of ele- 


phants standing and a pair kneeling, 
four pairs of civilians and two pairs of 
warriors, a pair of horses erect and 
two lying down; also camels, lions and 
tigers In pairs. They are arranged at 
Intervals on opposite sides of a,paved, 
but neglected and grass grown, road 
leading from the gate to the tombs. 
They bear witness to the glory of a 
dynasty under which CUina was far 
greater and more powerful than she is 
today. Passersby throw a pebble at 
each elephant; if It lodges on the back 
of the sculptured beast, good luck is 
indicated.

The"hands of the latter are 
pinioned, and they are obliged to kneel 
on the Around m receive the blow of 
the executioner, which is delivered 
with a broad bladed knife like a cleav- 
er, a single stroke severing the head 
from the body. The headless bodies 
are usually left where they have fallen 
until night, when, if their friends do 
not remove them, the authorities take 
them away and bury them at the pub- 
lic cost 


In a Chinese court the magistrate 


Bits behind a desk, on which are writ- 
ing materials, the official seal and cupa 
containing tallies, which are thrown 
down to indicate the number of blows 
ordered f»r a culprit On either side 
are secretaries, and one or more assist- 
ants are present with Instruments of 
torture. Inscriptions are hung on the 
walls, one of which exhorts the Judge 
to be merciful. The accused kneels in 
front of the tribunal. It is to be feared 
that there is little Justice to be had 
In Chinese courts, the prisoner having 
no opportunity to plead either person- 
ally or through counsel, while the most 
atrocious tortures are inflicted even 
upon witnesses to compel confessions. 
As might be imagined, the Jails are 
horrible. 


One of the most common of criminal 


punishments In China consists in fas- 
tening about the neck of the offender 
a square frame made of boards, which 
has a hole through the middle of it for 
the purpose. This Is called a "cangue." 
It weighs from 20 to 30 pounds, and

Herbert G. Wilcox of Minneapolis 


has had .built for an autumn trip down 
the Mississippi one of the finest house- 
boats ever turned out by local work- 
men. 


Two years ago Mr. Wilcox, Accom- 


panied by Mrs. Wlloox, W. C. Nesbitt 
of St. Louis and the Misses Alice and 
Louisa Nesbitt, bought a roughly con- 
structed houseboat at Minneapolis and 
went to New Orleans on it, covering 
the distance by means of towing and 
drifting. They found this trip one of 
the most delightful any of them had 
ever experienced, and it was decided 
that with a houseboat constructed aft- 
er rather more luxurious plans, fur- 
nished with its own propulsive power 
and properly furnished with screens 
and awnings for the decks such a jour- 
ney would be superior to any other 
form of recreation, says the St Louise 
Post-Dispatch. 


A houseboat has therefore been built 


24 feet long by 10 feet wide. 
It is 


built in two floors, the lower contain- 
ing a dining room, sitting room and 
kitchen and the upper four tolerably 
cojoaraodious bedrooms. The scow upon 
which the house stands is of oak, 
rounded bow and stern instead of 
square, as most houseboats are. The 
hull of the craft is being painted bright 
green and the upper works white, but 
the interior is to be very handsomely 
finished. The dining room will be fin- 
ished In rosewood, with a number of 
mirrors arranged in such a way as to 
create pleasing space illusions. 
The 


dining table, chairs and other furni- 
ture will match the woodwork. The 
sitting rooin, which is the most spa- 
cious apartment on the' lower deck, is 
to be done in mahogany, and here also 
a number of mirrors will be introduced 
to heighten the effect.

Notify Parents and Stu- 


dents of Intention 


TO BE PUNISHED BY sySPENSION 


"Rushing" on the Streets and '-Haz- 


ing" 
in Private Rooms Under the 


Ban, and Will be Considered 


a Serious Offense 


Next year's freshmen at Williams 


college will have all the help the fac- 
ulty can grtve them m defending1 them- 
selves from the wicked sophomores. 
The faculty, after considering the situ- 
ation, -have decided to make an em- 
phatic effort to put a sto» to the inter- 
ference with the "personal rights" of 
the freshmen, as freedom from trouble 
is called outside of college circles, in- 
cluding1 the 
invasion of freshmen'9 


rooms as well as oubllc hazing and 
rushing. 


Suspension or something equally se- 


rious is threatened, for any failure to 
observe the rule of the college that 
these things are not in order, and tt is 
understood that the faculty have de- 
cided to be strict in its enforcement of 
the rules. 


Public hazing at Williams has died 


out, as it has in most of the New Ens- 
land colleges, but there has remained 
the "rushing," which has occupied a 
good deal of the attention of the two 
lower classes during the fall term, ana 
also a form of hazing by invading the 
rooms of the freshman, which is not 
conducive to careful and 
thoughtful 


study on the part of the members of 
the entering1 class. 


The action of the faculty is of esnec- 


ial interest in view of the events of last 
fall. At that time the troubles between 
the freshmen and 
sophomores 
were 


rather more prolonged than, usual, and 
finally the senior class took* action, 
passing resolutions against the entire 
business, which resolutions were re- 
spected by the sophadaonss. The senior 
class also, used its influence asainst 
such hazings in the future, but what 
the effect of this without the facuitv 
action would have been coul'd not be 
foretold. Next year's sophomore class 
had taken, no action wn the matter, al- 
though it is unidteretooid that the senti- 
ment of the class was opposed in the 
main to any prolonged enmity between 
the classes. What the effect of the fac- 
ulty's action will be is not certain

The Boston and Albany lease bill was 


passed to a third reading in the lower 
branch of the state legislature late 
yesterday afternoon by a vote of 109 to 
84. This was only after further long 
debate and vigorous assault from the 
opposition, against which the defense 
of the bill repeatedly gave ground. The 
victory was- obtained only through, the 
concession of an amendment to refer 
the matter

MILLS CAN WORK OVERTIMED 


Unexpected Decision on 58 Hour Labor 


Law in Fall River 


Judge Bell of the superior court 


handed down at Fall Rlv«r last week a 
decision in which the textile opera- 
tives of that city and other manufac- 
turing cities of the state will be deeply 
interested. He declares that it is not 
against the law for the mills to run the 
machinery at night. 


Organized labor has made a stren- 


uous flght against night work and has 
lost. Backed by the local unions, the 
state police brought the managers of 
the Hargraves and Parker mills into 
court, charged with violating the 58- 
hour law by employing women and 
minors at night. 


The complaints were dismissed as 


faulty. 
With 
additional determina- 


tion, the labor unions urged the state 
police to try again. 
Chief Wade se- 


cured the advice of Attorney-General 
Knowlton, who with the assistance of 
District attorney Holmes of New Bed- 
ford drew up a new form of complaint. 
It was supposed to be invulnerable. 
The same mills were taken before the 
superior court, and the cases submit- 
ted to Judge Bell upon an agreed state- 
ment of facts. 
His decision sustains 


the argument that the complaints did 
not charge any offence known to the 
law. 
He makes this decisive remark: 


"The labor laws of the common- 


wealth never attempted to forbid any 
person from working as many hours as 
he chose." 


The importance of this decision is 


best understood when it is called to 
mind that organized labor all over the 
state has always held exactly the op- 
posite belief. They understand the law 
to read that women and minors shall 
not under any circumstances', work 
more than 58 hours pen week. It has 
been to this sole and that the textile 
unions have labored for years, and it 
will be a severe blow to them to learn 
of Judge Bell's decision. 
Under it 


there is no way of interfering with the 
o erating of mills 24 hours a day and 
six days a week. Being a criminal 
complaint, tried in a criminal court, 
and the defendants discharged, there 
is no appeal. 


When news of this decision reached 


labor headquarters the leaders ex- 
pressed the greatest surprise, as they 
anticipated a conviction, and ultimate- 
ly expected the supreme court to pass 
upon the questions.

Nelson Gower Will Take Bennington 


Case to Supreme Court 


In the Betmingtori county court yes- 


terday afternoon, Judge Watson sen- 
tenced Nelsca W. Gower, convicted of 
manslaughter in causing the death of 
Mrs. Florence I. Hall in Bennangton, to 
seven years in state prison at hard 
labor and to pay costs of trial. They 
will amount to fully $500, and will add 
about four years to his sentence. 


Exceptions will be filed and case tak- 


en to the supreme court.

now in Jail in Manchester, but will 
probably furnish $10,000 bail, which will 
be accepted, pending the decision of 
the supreme court.

Haying has not yet 
bugun; crot> would be fair if we could 
have a good rain. The acreage of pota- 
toes is about the usual average, and 
the crop is now looking well. The de- 
mand for butter seems good, with 
prices from 18 to 25 centa per pound. 
Pasturage is in very good condition. 
Strawberries winter-killed quite badly; 
other fruits and berries looking well. 


Williams-town (S. A. Hickox).—In- 


dian corn is looking well, with the 
usual acreage. Haying has begun, with 
prospect of a three-fourths crop, the 
severe droughts- of the two last years 
having greatly injured grass roots. 
Early market-garden crops compare 
well in yield and price with former 
years, and the prospect is good for 
those not yet harvested. Dairy pro- 
ducts bring better prices than last 
year and dairy cows rule higher, bring- 
ing from $35 to $50. Pasturage is in 
good condition. Strawberries, 
rasp- 


berries and 
blackberries all promise 


well, and apples have made a fine set.

Grand Jury. Instructions to Jury 
Mason Fruit Jars 


It was shortly after noon when the 


grand Jury got into working order in 
Pittsflald yesterday, several members 
being late in arriving. 
All but two 


were finally on hand and Judge Rich- 
ardson of Boston instructed the jurors. 
His instructions were especially clear 
and comprehensive, 
and in view of 


the important cases that are coming 
before the jury. 


Judge Richardson fold 
the 
jurors 


that they had been summoned! from 
the various parts of the cxmnty to serve 
the county in the capacity of grand 
jury. As this was not the first time 
the men to whom he was talking had 
served, he deemed it annfroessarv to 
( 


restate the duties which will devolve 
upon them. Their office is an import- 
ant one and has been always so re- 
garded. The faithful way in which tliey 
perform those duties murks the initia- 
tive of proceedings leading to the en- 
forcement of all our laws which 'have 
as their object the protection of OUT 
property and our persons. 


The judge followed this with instruc- 


tions as to the number of men consti- 
tuting a grand jury and as to the num- 
ber necessary in a pantM before an in- 
dictment couiu be prOi/^rly returned. 


He impressed upon them the import- 


ance of keeping everything secret they 
heai- while in session. If all the re- 
quirements are observed the jury will 
save the representative county of the 
commonwealth any possible embarass- 
ment They cannot be <-oo careful in 
keeping the secrets lodged in their 
breasts. The names of witnesses should 
be included in this category. 


The jurors have a right to ask the 


court's opinion of law points involved 
in the proceedings and may return to 
the court room for that purpose. 


The jury was given into the charge of 


Deputy Sheriff O. L. Wood and retired 
to the grand jurv room downstairs fol- 
lowed by District Attorney Charles L. 
Gardner and by Lawyer Harriet T. 
Kilbourne of Great Barnngton, wKo is 
to act as stenographer "during the sit- 
ting. It is thought thai- the jury will 
be in a position to report by Friday al- 
though this is problematical. 


The condition of the grand jury room 


is such that the court officials expect 
more or less complaint from the people 
who will be called upon to spend sev- 
eral days' there this week. The walls 
are very dama and within a week or 
more the s>ain.t has been washed from 
the walls because of this. The floor of 
th« room is six feet below the ground, 
while the temperature varies at least 
12 degrees from the outside. 


Judge and Mrs. Richardson are stoa- 


ping in Pittsfleld and will remain there 
during the week. The, judaje will be 
prepared to hear all motions which 
may properly, be brought before him, 
and doubtless there will be several. 


Grant and Klne Cases Tomorrow 


Tomorrow the, grand jury will hear 


the presentation of the commonwealth's 
side of the Grant and King cases, for 
which 62 witnesses have "•een suirimon- 
ed. Whether or not the presentation of 
the case will occupy more than the one 
day is nc-t certain, but it is likely that 
a part of Thursday will also be used 
for it. State Officer Dunham said to- 
day that all of the witnesses1 summon- 
ed, except perhaps two or three, would 
be present to give their testimony. 


Beasli Record of Jail 


It is expected that the grand jurors 


will visit the jail and house of correc- 
tion on the last day before making their 
report. The jai! was opened in Pitts- 
Seld January i, 1872, and since then 
there have been 21 deaths from various 
causes, including two executions by 
hanging and flve suicides.
